This  last  Autumn,  well  after  No.  4 was  con- 
signed to  the  mercies  of  the  U.  S.  Postal  system,  and  right  in  the  middle  of  the  big 
push  to  get  out  our  Mail  Bid  Sale  catalogue,  our  readers  wTere  startled  to  find  them- 
selves billed  for  $5.00  for  their  subscription.  Dealing  with  first  things  first,  circum- 
stances indicated  we  would  have  to  raise  the  annual  subscription  from  $3.50  to  $5.00. 
with  overseas  and  air  rates  increased  proportionately.  With  the  way  things  seem  to  be 
going  these  days  we  are  sure  that  most  of  you  will  understand  the  nature  of  the  problem.

Harry  is  very  polite  about  this  rubbish  until  his  final  paragraph 
when  he  breaks  down  and  calls  them  what  they  really  are  — forgeries  and  fakes.  The 
trouble  is  that  they  are  certainly  too  good  for  comfort.  When  the  Editor  saw  the  first 
one  he  couldn’t  believe  his  eyes.  It  took  him  some  time  before  he  was  convinced.  This 
is  most  disturbing  because  he  has  always  fancied  himself  a very  good  hand  at  detecting 
phony  coins  from  a long  distance  off. 
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DANGEROUS  COPIES  OF  RUSSIAN  PLATINUM  COINS

The  existence  of  copies  of  the  Russian  3 Ruble  platinum  issues  was  first  brought 
to  my  attention  at  the  GENA  Convention  held  in  New  York,  December  9 to  December 
11,  1966.  I was  told  that  about  one  hundred  specimens  had  been  seen  on  the  bourse 
floor  offered  at  $37.50  each  to  the  purchaser  of  the  entire  group.  This  price  is  slightly 
above  the  value  of  the  metallic  content  of  the  coin.  My  informants  also  stated  that  it 
had  been  suggested  the  coins  were  restrikes  made  by  the  Soviet  Government  for  sale 
in  return  for  U.  S.  Dollars.  While  I did  not  actually  see  any  of  the  pieces  at  the  Con- 
vention, later  I wras  shown  three  copies  of  very  high  quality  which  had  been  left  in 
the  hands  of  Coin  Galleries  for  study.  The  following  observations  are  based  on  these 
three  coins. 

The  three  specimens  in  question  are  dated  1830,  1834  and  1844.  The  first  is  repro- 
duced here  enlarged  more  than  twice  the  normal  size.  All  three  have  common  general 
characteristics.  Initially  the  observer  will  be  impressed  with  the  fact  they  exhibit  a 
dull  grey  tone  somewhat  darker  than  the  originals.  In  addition,  the  Imperial  eagles  on

the  reverse  of  each  piece  show  different  degrees  of  “wear”,  but  the  obverse  gives  no 
indication  of  any  wear.  When  examined  with  a good  glass,  the  field  on  each  of  the 
copies  is  uneven,  with  the  surface  slightly  rough,  a detail  quite  noticeable  in  the  enlarge- 
ment. In  contrast,  the  field  of  a genuine  3 Ruble  piece  is  absolutely  smooth  and  flat, 
frequently  showing  an  almost  prooflike  luster  around  the  letters  of  the  inscription  on 
the  obverse  even  when  the  coin  has  seen  circulation.  It  can  be  added  that  the  relief  of  the 
eagles  is  much  more  pronounced  than  on  the  originals  with  the  result  that  the  copies 
will  not  “stack”.  In  spite  of  the  signs  of  wear  mentioned  above,  the  milled  edge  of 
each  copy  is  sharp  and  F.D.C. 

A careful  examination  of  the  copies  shows  that  they  differ  from  the  genuine  pieces 
in  a number  of  other  small  but  important  details.  The  lettering  on  the  obverse  is 
rather  “soft”  and  lacks  the  knife-like  sharpness  that  was  a well-known  characteristic 
of  the  work  of  the  old  Imperial  mint.  The  arrangement  of  the  letters  is  uneven,  partic- 
ularly in  the  word  “Rublei”.  The  Russian  B of  the  mintmark  “SPB”  is  incomplete  on 
the  coins  dated  1834  and  1844,  but  in  a different  way  on  each  coin.  The  dentillations 
on  the  outer  and  inner  rings  are  not  uniform  or  clearly  defined.  The  dentillations  on 
the  reverse  above  the  crown  of  the  1830  copy  seem  to  run  together  and  are  shorter 
than  the  rest.  The  graining  on  the  edges  is  not  clearly  defined  but  is  often  joined 
together  at  the  upper  and  lower  extremities  by  minute  particles  of  metal. 
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A document  in  the  catalogue  of  the  Grand  Duke  Mikhailovich  collection  contains 
the  information  that  the  3 Ruble  platinum  coin  was  to  be  the  same  size  as  the  silver 
25  Kopeck  piece  and  the  same  weight  as  the  silver  50  Kopeck  piece,  or  Poltina,  and  to 
contain  2 Zolotniks  41  Doli  of  pure  platinum.  With  the  Zolotnik  converting  at  4.2657 
grams  and  the  Dola  at  .0444  grams,  the  piece  contained  10.35  grams  of  platinum,  to 
which  was  added  .225  grams  of  alloy,  to  make  the  standard  official  weight  10.375  grams 
for  each  coin.  The  average  weight  of  a group  of  genuine  circulated  3 ruble  pieces  in 
the  cabinet  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society  worked  out  to  10.325  grams  for  each 
coin.  With  these  figures  in  mind,  the  three  copies  under  discussion  were  weighed  with 
revealing  results.  The  1830  weighs  10.066  grams,  the  1834,  10.18  grams  and  the  1844, 
10.241  grams.  In  other  words,  they  are  all  much  too  light.  This  fact  alone  is  enough 
to  prove  them  false. 


I believe  that  my  examination  of  the  platinum  copies  very  effectively  disposes  of 
the  suggestion  that  they  could  be  modern  Russian  restrikes.  The  fabric  of  the  pieces

provides  sufficient  indication  that  they  were  not  restruck  from  old  dies.  It  can  be  added 
that  this  rumor  ought  to  be  faulted  on  the  grounds  of  probability.  It  would  hardly  be 
necessary  for  a Great  Power  like  the  Soviet  Union  to  descend  to  such  a level  even  if 
Dollars  were  in  short  supply.  The  amount  of  hard  U.  S.  cash  which  could  be  generated 
by  the  sale  of  gold  or  platinum  restrikes  would  hardly  be  worth  the  trouble  and  ex- 
pense of  producing  them.  Besides,  any  International  Banker  knows  that  the  Soviet 
Government  raises  needed  foreign  exchange  from  time  to  time  by  the  normal  method 
of  selling  gold  bullion  in  the  open  market.  A rumor  of  this  kind,  however,  could  easily 
be  spread  by  the  originators  of  the  copies  in  the  hope  that  it  might  make  their  product 
easier  to  sell  by  providing  a background  of  pseudo  authenticity. 

The  final  question  to  be  considered  is  the  means  by  which  the  pieces  were  fab- 
ricated. It  seems  to  me  that  the  details  mentioned  point  to  one  of  two  methods  of 
manufacture.  They  could  either  be  struck  from  centrifugally  cast  dies  or  each  piece  be 
centrifugally  cast.  In  my  opinion  the  latter  alternative  is  the  most  likely.  The  varying 
degrees  of  “wear”  on  the  Imperial  eagle  argues  against  the  copies,  having  been  struck,  as 
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does  the  roughness  of  finish  noticeable  under  careful  examination.  I believe  that  the  pieces 
were  cast  and  then  had  the  “milled”  edge  added  by  machine. 

In  closing  I would  like  to  leave  the  reader  with  a word  of  warning.  On  first  sight 
these  platinum  copies  are  very  deceiving.  It  is  only  after  careful  study  that  their  faults 
become  obvious.  Although  I have  been  careful  to  label  them  “copies”  throughout  this 
discussion  I think  they  actually  merit  a much  harsher  description.  As  very  accurate 
facsimiles  of  historic  coins  of  numismatic  interest,  with  no  conceivable  use  today  in 
international  trade,  they  very  properly  can  be  classified  as  forgeries  or  fakes.  If  anyone 
has  any  further  information  about  them,  or  observations  of  his  own  to  make,  it  would 
be  appreciated  if  he  would  write  to  me  in  care  of  Coin  Galleries. 


RANDOM  RUMINATIONS  OF  A CURATOR  OF  COINS 
by  One  Who  Cultivates  Modest  Anonymity 

All  Museums  have  common  characteristics  no  matter  how  much  they  may  appear 
to  differ  in  size,  nationality,  location,  the  nature  of  the  accumulations  they  contain,  or 
their  scholarly  reputation.  One  Museum’s  administrative  arrangements  and  chains  of 
command  within  the  walls  are  exactly  duplicated  in  every  other  Museum.  What  is 
loosely  called  the  human  element,  or  the  curatorial  Staff  which  operate  in  Museums, 
have  the  same  animal  habits.  The  fact  that  the  material  falling  within  their  jurisdiction 
will  appeal  to  the  varying  tastes  of  genuine  human  beings  outside  the  walls  should  not 
blind  the  observer  to  the  basic  similarity  of  Curators.  They  are  all  predatory.  I feel 
it  is  in  the  public  interest  to  throw  some  light  upon  the  Museum  phenomenon  as  viewed 
from  the  inside  by  a practicing  Curator.  Although  my  own  experience  has  been  acquired 
in  a Department  of  Numismatics  the  reader  should  understand  that  my  comments  have 
general  applicability  to  every  Department  in  any  Museum  he  may  see  or  enter. 

The  Department  of  Numismatics  in  a Museum  is  devoted  to  the  preservation  and 
display  of  coins  and  related  objects  which  have  interest  only  for  the  previous  possessor. 
The  importance  of  gifts  of  numismatic  material  received  by  the  Department  is  directly 
proportional  to  the  wealth  of  the  donor.  There  is  one  standard  procedure  approved  by 
all  Departments  in  the  Museum.  Under  no  circumstances  must  a rich  man  be  told  he  is 
an  ignoramus,  or  that  his  collection  contains  too  many  fakes  and  other  worthless 
rubbish  the  average  school  boy  would  be  ashamed  to  own.  Wealthy  but  uninformed 
collectors  are  always  right  as  long  as  there  is  the  slightest  chance  of  squeezing  anything 
out  of  them  for  your  Department.  (The  United  States  is  a free  country  and  even 
Curators  are  expected  to  act  accordingly.)  The  Department  of  Numismatics  is  also  a 
place  where  collectors  may  deposit  their  coins  whenever  they  wish  to  have  them  stored 
at  no  expense  to  themselves. 

Every  Museum  has  a Director  whose  name  is  always  printed  first  in  any  list  of 
Museum  officials.  This  practice  frequently  misleads  the  public  into  thinking  that  the 
Director  is  the  most  important  man  in  the  Museum.  Nothing  could  be  further  removed 
from  the  truth.  The  primary  function  of  the  Director  is  to  keep  the  Curators  happy. 
To  this  end  he  must  see  that  each  Curator  gets  what  he  wants  but  not  more  than  the 
other  Curators  think  he  ought  to  have.  If  conflicts  of  interest  develope  it  is  the  Di- 
rector’s responsibility  to  resolve  them  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.  If  he  is  not 
able  to  do  so  he  will  be  considered  derelict  in  his  duty  and  unfit  for  his  post. 
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The  Director  must  sign  all  purchase  requisitions  presented  to  him  by  the  Curators 
and  see  that  the  necessary  funds  are  made  available.  It  is  very  bad  form  to  ask  whether 
the  requisition  submitted  can  be  justified  on  the  grounds  that  the  purchase  is  either 
necessary  or  useful.  He  must  also  receive  applications  for  positions  from  persons  who 
have  no  knowledge  or  training  which  would  fit  them  for  Museum  work.  If  the  applicant 
has  the  personal  backing  of  one  of  the  Curators,  the  Director  is  expected  to  find  a 
place  for  her  on  the  Staff.  Although  the  Director  has  no  rights,  it  is  customary  to  allow 
him  a few*  privileges,  such  as  looking  important.  The  Curators  will  see  to  it  that  he 
neither  abuses  these  nor,  for  that  matter,  enjoys  them  most  of  the  time.  It  should  be 
understood  that  no  Museum  Director  is  qualified  for  the  position  he  holds.  T his  will 
be  equally  true  of  his  successors. 

Curators  are  the  most  important  individuals  on  any  Museum  Staff.  The  principal 
duty  of  the  Curator  is  to  submit  purchase  requisitions  to  the  Director.  The  sole  purpose 
of  these  requisitions  is  to  enhance  the  status  of  the  individual  Curator  and  his  Depart- 
ment. Expense  and  time  should  never  be  considered  in  planning  exhibits  or  rearranging 
collections.  Every  economical  method  of  work  should  be  automatically  discarded  if  a 
more  expensive  method  can  be  devised.  All  Museum  rules  and  regulations  should  be 
made  to  conform  to  the  convenience  of  the  Curatorial  Staff.  If  this  cannot  be  done 
the  Director  is  guilty  of  gross  incompetence. 

There  are  certain  perquisites  attached  to  all  curatorial  posts.  Each  Curator  must  be 
provided  with  a plush  private  office  equipped  with  an  attractive  and  intelligent  Secre- 
tary. Administrative  assistants  must  be  available  to  arrange  material  for  exhibitions, 
catalogue  new  acquisitions  and  generally  relieve  the  Curator  of  anything  which  he 
regards  as  work.  It  is  also  understood  that  each  Curatorial  division  in  the  Museum  is 
more  important  than  any  other  similar  division.  There  is  a seeming  paradox  in  this  but 
it  is  the  only  point  on  which  all  Curators  are  agreed.  As  a corollary,  no  Curator  can  be 
expected  to  take  an  interest  in  the  Museum  as  a whole  but  must  insist  that  his  De- 
partment be  given  precedence  by  the  Director. 

It  is  highly  desireable,  but  not  essential,  for  each  Curator  to  engage  in  a research 
project  on  some  abstruse  subject  of  interest  only  to  himself,  which  cannot  be  completed 
during  his  lifetime.  It  is  understood  that  all  his  conclusions  will  be  rejected  automatic- 
ally by  his  successor  who  naturally  will  have  a project  of  his  own  of  equal  unimportance 
to  the  scholarly  world,  and  of  no  interest  whatever  to  the  ordinary  collector  who 
simply  likes  nice  coins.  The  Curator’s  research,  apart  from  requiring  the  addition  of 
quantities  of  unattractive  and  generally  useless  coins  to  the  Museum’s  cabinet,  should 
require  the  purchase  of  a great  many  expensive  and  out  of  print  books.  This  aspect 
of  the  Curator’s  activities  brings  us  to  the  Museum  library. 

The  Museum  library  is  a place  where  books  are  carefully  concealed  from  the 
Curators.  The  Librarian  should  see  that  books  particularly  desired  by  the  Curators  are 
never  found.  Above  all  he  must  try  to  prevent  the  purchase  of  books  needed  by  the 
Curators.  This  stimulates  the  Curators’  interest  in  the  Librarian  and  results  in  a gainful 
interchange  of  opinions.  If  a Curator  does  manage  to  find  what  he  wants  in  the  library, 
or  con  the  Director  into  making  a purchase,  he  should  at  once  claim  that  he  doesn’t 
need  the  books  after  all.  He  must  alwTays  take  great  care  not  to  return  books  promptly, 
especially  if  he  knows  they  are  likely  to  be  required  by  other  Departments.  This  practice 
will  lead  the  various  Departments  to  take  an  interest  in  each  other’s  work  and  may 
elicit  candid  and  instructive  comments  thereon. 
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The  Curator  is  also  responsible  for  receiving  and  answering  telephone  inquiries 
about  coins.  Such  questions  fall  into  two  broad  categories.  The  first  of  these  can  be 
called  the  simple  economic.  The  form  of  presentation  is  always  the  same.  After  intro- 
ductory remarks  demonstrating  that  the  speaker  is  unable  to  describe  the  appearance 
of  the  coin,  the  country  of  origin,  the  metallic  composition,  or  the  date  (if  any),  she 
gets  to  the  heart  of  her  problem  with  the  familiar,  “Now  what  I want  to  know  is  does 
my  coin  have  any  value?”  The  condition  of  this  treasure  is,  of  course,  always,  “Very 
Good”.  In  contrast,  the  Curator’s  reply  is  a model  of  succinctness  and  brevity.  The 
single  word,  “No”  is  generally  adequate  to  the  occasion.  Oddly  enough  the  caller  often 
finds  the  answer  difficult  to  understand  and  he  must  repeat  himself  with  monotonous 
regularity.  As  a last  resort  he  then  suggests  that  if  Madam  will  hold  the  coin  closer 
to  the  telephone  he  may  be  able  to  give  her  additional  information  about  it. 

Questions  in  the  second  category  are  designed  to  plumb  the  Curator’s  numismatic 
knowledge  and  experience  to  the  very  depths.  The  inquirer  announces  in  portentious 
tones  that  he  has  an  “Ancient  coin”  of  untold  worth,  and  then  pauses  awaiting  a re- 
action. When  asked  if  he  is  sure  that  the  coin  is  “Ancient”,  he  replies  with  some 
asperity  that  of  course  he  is  because  he  can  read  the  date  1352  on  one  side,  and  the 
words  “10  Francs”  on  the  other.  This  leads  to  an  explanation  of  the  meaning  of  the 
Islamic  system  of  dating  until  the  receiver  at  the  other  end  of  the  line  is  slammed 
down  after  it  is  made  quite  clear  that  the  Curator  is  considered  an  unqualified  fool 
because  the  caller  can’t  understand  what  he  is  talking  about.  It  must  be  admitted  that 
from  time  to  time  even  Curators  are  faced  with  problems  of  unexpected  complexity. 
There  was,  for  example,  a nice  old  lady  from  that  area  of  the  country  somewhat  west 
of  the  Hudson  River  who  called  to  ask  if  the  Museum  could  show  her  an  old  Roman 
coin  she’d  always  wanted  to  see.  It  had  the  Emperor  Augustus  on  one  side  and  Jesus 
and  the  Holy  Family  on  the  other. 

Curators  must  be  selected  for  their  lack  of  interest  in  the  public  who  should  uni- 
formly be  treated  with  active  distain  or  silent  contempt.  For  their  part  visitors  should 
never  harbor  the  delusion  that  the  Curator  they  wish  to  approach  has  anything  par- 
ticular to  do.  They  should  be  careful  to  call  at  lunchtime  or  just  before  the  Curator 
wishes  to  leave  the  building  at  night.  A visitor  who  wishes  to  see  a particular  coin 
should  try  to  persuade  a Curatorial  assistant  to  produce  the  piece  from  the  cabinet 
where  it  has  been  hidden  to  prevent  the  public  from  ever  having  the  chance  to  examine 
it.  If  the  coin  cannot  be  found,  as  most  likely  will  be  the  case,  a complaint  can  be  filed 
with  the  Director.  It  is  the  duty  of  this  official  to  accept  complaints.  Naturally  he  will 
ignore  them. 

In  most  occupations  people  are  supposed  to  know  something  about  the  work  in 
which  they  are  engaged.  Museum  work  is  different.  For  this  reason  coin  collectors  and 
other  specialists  should  not  hesitate  to  offer  advice  and  information  to  the  Curator  and 
take  pains  to  explain  exactly  how  his  job  can  be  performed  better.  This  activity  gives 
the  visitor  a feeling  of  personal  achievement  and  is  frequently  enlightening  to  the 
Curators. 

Editorial  Note:  We  took  the  opportunity  of  showing  galley  proofs  of  the  foregoing 
remarks  to  another  Curator  from  one  of  this  country’s  most  important  museums.  His 
reaction  was  immediately  favorable.  After  agreeing  that  there  was  a great  deal  of  truth 
in  the  author’s  observations  he  added,  “and  working  in  a museum  is  a blankety  blank 
interesting  way  to  earn  a living.” 
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PROBLEMS  OE  ATTRIBUTION

The  man  interested  in  British  War 
Medals  enjoys  a particular  advantage 
over  the  collector  of  almost  anything  else. 
The  fact  that  the  medals  carry  the  names 
of  the  individuals  to  whom  they  were 
awarded  endows  each  piece  with  a human 
interest  which,  of  necessity,  is  generally 
unknown  to  the  collector  of  coins,  the 
insignia  of  Orders  of  Knighthood,  or 
other  antiques.  In  many  cases  it  is  pos- 
sible to  determine  in  just  what  part  of  a 
particular  battle  the  winner  of  the  medal 
actually  participated.  The  tracing  of  de- 
tails of  this  kind,  as  well  as  something 
of  the  personal  history  of  the  original 
wearers,  provides  a continuous  source  of 
satisfaction  to  the  specialist  in  this  field. 

Even  though  he  is  closely  allied  with  the  medal  enthusiast  in  many  ways,  by  com- 
parison the  collector  of  Orders  suffers  from  one  great  frustration.  Only  in  exceptional 
cases  can  he  ever  discover  the  pedigrees  of  his  treasured  pieces.  The  recipients  hardly 
ever  went  to  the  trouble  of  having  their  names  engraved  on  the  insignia  they  wore. 
There  are  instances,  of  course,  where  the  insignia  of  an  Order  forms  part  of  a medal 
Group,  with  the  named  medals  serving  to  identify  the  original  owner.  From  time  to 
time  a Dealer  is  able  to  supply  his  customer  with  the  name  of  the  former  wearer  or 
documents  purporting  to  provide  this.  It  has  been  my  experience,  however  that  such 
information  must  be  regarded  with  the  greatest  reserve,  particularly  when  a famous 
name  is  involved.  In  most  instances  the  best  the  collector  can  do  is  subject  a specimen 
to  careful  examination  in  the  hope  of  being  able  to  find  out  what  the  period  of  origin 
may  be. 

Because  there  are  always  exceptions  to  any  rule,  I propose  to  consider  two  speci- 
mens of  my  own  to  show  how  a combination  of  good  luck  and  careful  study  can  somer- 
times  result  in  uncovering  a missing  pedigree,  or  something  close  to  it.  In  one  case  the 
full  history  of  the  specimen  came  to  light.  In  the  other  I have  had  to  move  into  a some- 
what shadowy  world  of  reasonable  conjecture.  The  fact  that  the  solution  will  undoubtedly 
always  elude  me  and  my  successors  nevertheless  serves  to  add  the  spice  of  mystery. 
The  limited  possibilities  are  intriguing  enough  in  themselves. 


The  Cambridge  G.C.B.  Star 

(Reduced) 
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In  May  of  this  year  a major  bale  of  Military  and  Naval  Medals  was  held  in  London. 
The  catalogue  quickly  disclosed  that  the  material  being  offered  was  almost  entirely 
restricted  to  British  War  Medals  and  Groups  of  Medals.  I found  nothing  of  interest  at 
all,  until  a friend  called  my  attention  to  the  presence  of  a Star  of  a Knight  Grand  Cross 
of  the  Bath.  Convinced  that  there  was  nothing  for  me  in  the  Sale,  I had  simply  over- 
looked the  piece.  Turning  to  the  catalogue  once  again  I found  a Lot  described  as  follows: 

“54.  Order  of  the  Bath.  Star  of  a Military  G.C.B.,  made  by  Rundell,  Bridge  and 
Rundell,  as  ‘No.  T.  Gold  and  enamel  center.  Each  large  ray  has  a hole  to  allow 
fastening  to  uniform.  Very  Fine”. 

For  various  reasons,  subsequently  to  be  made  apparent,  I knew  in  a flash  exactly  what 
this  particular  Star  probably  was.  How  I was  not  successful  in  acquiring  it  at  the  Sale, 
only  to  have  it  offered  to  me  later  by  a well-known  London  Dealer  at  a very  high  price, 
is  another  story.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  during  a visit  to  London  in  June  I weakened 
and  bought  the  piece.. 


Before  proceeding  further  it  will  be  necessary  to  tell  you  something  about  G.C.B. 
Stars  in  general  by  way  of  explaining  just  what  the  cataloguer’s  brief  description  dis- 
closed. On  January  1,  1815,  the  old  Order  of  the  Bath,  consisting  of  a limited  number  of 
Knights  who  bore  the  initials  K.B.  after  their  names,  was  enlarged  and  drastically 
modified.  The  reorganization  divided  the  Order  into  two  groups  of  Military  and  Civil 
Knights.  The  Military  division  was  made  up  of  Knights  Grand  Cross,  Knights  Com- 
manders and  Companions,  who  were  entitled  to  use  the  initials  G.C.B.,  K.C.B.  and  C.B. 
respectively  as  a public  indication  of  the  Honors  they  had  received.  The  Civil  division 
was  restricted  at  that  time  to  Knights  Grand  Cross,  although  the  lower  grades  of 
K.C.B.  and  C.B.  were  added  in  1847. 

The  Military  members  of  the  vastly  extended  Order  were,  given  new  insignia  which 
bore  only  the  slightest  resemblance  to  what  had  been  worn  by  the  old  Knights,.  The 
Sovereign  provided  each  G.C.B.  with  a Collar  and  Badge  and  invested  him  with  a Sash 
and  Badge.  But  the  star  each  Knight  received  was  embroidered.  Although  the  wearing 
of  embroidered  Stars  was  commonplace  during  the  18th  Century,  the  custom  had  lapsed 
by  1815.  Members  of  the  British  Orders  entitled  to  wear  a Star  purchased  gold  and  silver 
specimens,  in  most  instances  from  the  firm  of  Rundell,  Bridge  and  Rundell,  Crown 
Jewelers  during  the  Regency  and  reign  of  George  IV.  The  first  Stars  of  the  G.C.B. 
were  all  quite  large,  measuring  4j4"x4j1$",  with  the  principal  points  pierced  to  permit 
them  to  be  sewn  on  the  uniform  coat  as  the  embroidered  ones  had  always  been.  Not 
until  six  months  later,  after  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  were  they  reduced  in  size  and 
furnished  with  a pin  device  on  the  reverse  to  permit  their  being  attached  through  special 
grommets,  on  the  coat. 

The  reader  will  now  understand  how  the  cataloguer  showed  me  that  he  was  describ- 
ing one  of  the  earliest  Stars  of  a G.C.B.,  a type  which,  it  can  be  added,  I already  had  in 
my  collection  of  Bath  insignia.  The  oddity  in  his  description  lay  in  the  words,  “made 
by  Rundell,  Bridge  and  Rundell  as  ‘No.  T Apparently  there  was  a “No.  1”  engraved  on 
the  piece.  A quick  reading  of  the  sentence,  however,  seemed  to  indicate  that  he  be- 
lieved the  Crown  Jewelers  had  to  indicate  it  was  literally  the  first  Military  G.C.B. 
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Star.  This  was  pure  nonsense.  Unfortunately  the  nonsense  probably  had  something  to 
do  with  the  high  price  realized  at  the  auction  and  the  still  higher  price  I later  paid.  I 
knew  that  this  Star  probably  had  an  even  more  interesting  pedigree  than  the  one  inad- 
vertently invented  by  the  cataloguer.  But  a great  deal  hung  on  the  number  and  exactly 
how  it  had  been  engraved. 


By  a curious  set  of  circumstances  my  research  activities  in  recent  years  involved 
me  with  the  insignia  of  the  Orders  once  belonging  to  the  Dukes  of  Cambridge,  father 
and  son.  H.R.H.  Adolphus  Frederick,  Duke  of  Cambridge,  was  the  seventh  and  youngest 
son  of  George  III.  On  the  extension  of  the  Order  of  the  Bath  in  1815  he  was  appointed 
a member  of  the  First  Class,.  His  son,  George,  Duke  of  Cambridge,  had  a long  military 
career  and  was  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  British  Army  during  the  greater  part  of 
Queen  Victoria’s  reign,  not  dying  until  1904  at  a very  advanced  age.  While  his  official 
life  followed  the  conventional  path  expected  of  a Prince  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
his  personal  life  was  less  conventional.  Although  he  was  Queen  Victoria’s  cousin,  and 
became  Queen  Mary’s  uncle,  he  exhibited  a stubborn  streak  of  originality  by  marrying 
morganatically.  His  wTife,  known  as  Mrs.  Fitzgeorge,  presented  him  with  three  sons, 
who  also  carried  the  name  Fitzgeorge.  These  gentlemen  sold  a quantity  of  their  late 
father’s  effects  at  public  auction  in  1904,  including  insignia  which  had  belonged  to  both 
Dukes  of  Cambridge. 


The  second  Duke  had  been  a man  of  very  methodical  habits.  Inheriting  a great  many 
badges  and  stars,  and  awarded  even  more  in  his  own  right,  he  solved  the  problem  of  how 
to  keep  track  of  the  accumulation  by  having  each  piece  numbered  in  sequence  within 
the  Order  to  which  it  belonged.  Reference  to  the  1904  Cambridge  Sale  catalogue  disclosed 
that  the  following  lot  was  offered: 

“804.  Star  of  a Military  Grand  Cross  of  the  Most  Honourable  Order  of  the  Bath  : 
badge  and  motto  of  the  Order,  within  a laurel  wreath,  in  the  center  of  a gold  cross 
on  a silver  flaming  star,  ‘No.  1’ 


The  piece  brought  £16,  a figure  far  below  what  I paid  in  1966. 


The  reader  will  by  now  have  grasped  the  implications  involved  in  my  train  of  thought. 
I have  advanced  the  claim  that  the  Star  I purchased  in  June  was  the  same  one  which 
had  been  sold  in  1904  under  the  general  heading  of,  “Decorations  of  Adolphus  Frederick, 
First  Duke  of  Cambridge’’.  As  noted  above,  a great  deal  depends  on  the  “No.  1”,  en- 
graved along  with  the  Crown  Jeweler’s  name,  on  the  reverse.  How  do  I know  there  is 
any  connection  between  the  two  pieces?  Could  not  the  number  have  been  added  later  in 
the  hope  of  creating  an  artificial  pedigree  and  so  enhancing  the  value  of  the  Star?  First 
let  me  say  that  the  possibilitj'  of  a counterfeit  Cambridge  number  can  be  ruled  out. 
Cambridge  insignia  have  not  been  familiar  to  collectors  because  very  few  of  the  pieces 
passed  into  “the  marts  of  trade”.  The  numbered  Stars  of  the  Prussian  Black  Eagle,  for 
example,  wrere  purchased  on  behalf  of  the  German  Emperor,  William  II,  and  presumably 
remain  among  the  possessions  of  the  Hohenzollern  family.  The  economic  motive  (so 
important  in  creating  a fake)  hardly  exists  because  the  addition  of  a number  would 
mean  nothing  to  either  Dealers  or  Collectors. 
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Actually  the  proof  of  the  Cambridge  pedigree  rests  on  a secure  factual  ground  and 
does  not  depend  on  the  question  of  probabilities.  Several  of  the  pieces  acquired  from 
the  old  Duke’s  estate  in  1904  still  rest  in  the  possession  of  descendants  of  the  original 
purchasers.  One  of  these,  the  Star  of  another  Order,  is  also  engraved  with  a “No.  1”. 
A comparison  showed  the  style  of  the  lettering  and  the  numeral  on  both  Stars  to  be 
exactly  the  same.  In  short,  there  cannot  be  the  slightest  question  but  that  my  Star 
once  belonged  to  a son,  and  a grandson,  of  George  III. 

My  next  attempt  at  historical  detective  work  did  not  result  in  the  discovery  of  a 
pedigree  as  precise  as  the  one  found  for  the  Cambridge  Star.  The  piece  of  insignia  in- 
volved is  an  embroidered  Garter.  Here  it  must  be  explained  that  only  in  recent  years 
have  the  Knights  of  the  Order  made  a general  practice  of  using  the  investiture  Garter 
received  from  the  Sovereign.  When  the  accepted  style  of  a gentleman’s  clothing  included 
knee  breeches,  and  when  this  garment  was  seen  at  Court  more  frequently  than  is  now 
the  case,  “informal”  Garters  embroidered  with  gold  thread  were  commonly  worn.  They 
were  generally  purchased  by  the  Knights  from  Firms  supplying  gold  and  silver  lace  goods 
and  full  dress  uniforms  of  all  descriptions.  Not  so  many  years  ago  I was  fortunate  in 
being  able  to  acquire  one  of  these  Garters.  Although  it  showed  some  signs  of  having 
been  used,  it  was  in  excellent  condition  and  contained  in  the  original  round  leather  box 
in  which  it  had  been  supplied  to  the  first  owner. 


From  a casual  examination  there  was  not  very  much  that  the  Garter  seemed  to 
disclose  about  itself.  The  corse  was  corded  blue  silk  edged  with  plain  gold  wire  borders. 
The  motto  was  embroidered  in  Roman  letters,  the  tab  end  heavily  embroidered  and  the 
buckle  of  gold  with  a polished  steel  pin.  The  characteristics  were  those  one  might 
expect  of  any  Garter  of  the  type  made  during  the  first  half  of  the  19th  Century.  I 
packed  the  round  leather  box  away,  paying  no  attention  to  it,  for  I was  like  one  of  the 
foolish  people  admonished  by  the  Prophet  Jeremiah,  “which  have  eyes  and  see  not”. 

This  Autumn  the  box  came  to  light,  again  in  the  course  of  some  rearrangements  I 
was  making  in  the  housing  of  my  collection.  Examining  it  carefully  for  the  first  time 
I was  intrigued  by  two  details.  The  first  of  these  took  the  form  of  a small  paper  label 
pasted  on  the  silk  lining  inside  the  cover.  The  label  carried  the  name  and  address  of  the 
supplier,  a certain  Webb,  doing  business  at  23  Old  Bond  Street,  as  a,  “Manufacturer  of 
Army  and  Navy  Equipment”.  The  inscription  appeared  below  an  early  Victorian  version 
of  the  Royal  Arms.  The  presence  of  the  Arms  indicated  that  the  Firm  held  a Court 
Appointment  granted  only  to  those  tradesmen  patronized  by  the  Queen. 

After  a little  investigation  I was  able  to  find  out  something  about  Webb.  He  was 
Charles  Webb,  who  received  his  Appointment  in  1838.  From  that  year  until  1857  he  de- 
scribed himself  on  his  invoices  and  larger  labels  as  a,  “Military  Warehouse,  Gold  Em- 
broiderer & Laceman  to  the  Army  & Court”.  Mr.  Webb  was  exactly  the  sort  of  man 
who  might  be  expected  to  supply  embroidered  Garters.  From  1858  until  1869  he  became 
Webb  & Co.  His  name  alone  in  the  round  box  gave  grounds  for  concluding  that  it  could 
be  dated  somewhere  in  the  nineteen  year  period  after  1838,  a point  further  confirmed 
by  the  appearance  of  the  label.  The  fact  that  the  style  of  execution  of  the  Garter  is 
strongly  reminiscent  of  the  period  before  1860  indicates  that  it  also  is  early  Victorian 
and  belongs  to  the  box  in  which  it  now  rests. 
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The  second  of  the  two  details  was  by  far  the  most  interesting.  On  the  bottom  of  the 
box  the  word  “Gauche”  appeared  written  in  a large  strong  hand.  I found  it  odd  that  any- 
one would  need  to  inscribe  the  hrench  word  for  “left”  on  a box  containing  the  Garter.  It 
has  been  common  knowledge  for  centuries  that  the  Knights  wear  the  most  distinctive 
insignia  of  the  Order  on  their  left  legs  below  the  knee.  No  English  Knight,  or  his  valet, 
would  have  had  to  be  reminded  of  this  fact.  But  why  the  use  of  French?  It  is  highly 
unlikely  that  a \ ictorian  English  Peer  would  equip  himself  with  a French  personal  man 
servant.  Even  if  he  had,  it  remained  equally  unlikely  that  such  an  individual  would  have 
to  remind  his  master  where  to  put  the  Garter.  The  only  conclusion  I could  reach  was

that  the  original  owner  of  this  particular  specimen  was  by  origin,  a Frenchman,  or  at 
least  someone  to  whom  French  was  virtually  a second  language. 

The  next  step  was  to  refer  to  the  records  of  the  Order  to  find  out  the  names  of  the 
distinguished  men  who  had  received  the  Garter  during  the  years  in  question.  The  statis- 
tics are  interesting.  The  recipients  can  be  divided  into  three  broad  groups.  Out  of  a total 
of  38,  there  were  26  English  Peers,  7 Foreign  Sovereigns  and  5 Princes  or  Sovereigns 
closely  allied  with  the  British  Royal  Family.  Apart  from  Albert  Edward,  Prince  of  Wales, 
all  the  latter  were  Germans.  Of  the  foreign  Monarchs,  3 were  German  or  of  German 
origin,  one  was  Turkish,  one  Italian  and  2 were  French.  While  the  Nineteenth  Century 
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European  Princes  were  multi-lingual,  it  is  not  likely  that  very  many  of  the  Germans 
used  French  as  their  preferred  private  language  during  the  1840’s  and  1850’s,  a period  in 
which  German  Nationalism  was  already  a force  to  be  reckoned  with.  The  Sultan  of 
Turkey  is  an  even  more  unlikely  candidate  for  honors  as  a French  linguist. 

By  the  process  of  elimination,  then,  it  would  seem  that  the  possible  wearer  of  my 
Garter  might  be  one  of  three  persons.  Two  of  these,  Victor  Emmanuel  II  of  Sardinia, 
later  King  of  United  Italy,  and  Napoleon  III,  were  given  the  Order  in  1855  when  they 
were  allied  with  Great  Britain  in  the  Crimean  War.  It  would  not  be  at  all  unreasonable  to 
assume  that  the  Garter  had  belonged  to  the  Emperor  of  the  French.  Napoleon  III  had 
spent  many  years  in  exile  in  England  and  was  thoroughly  acquainted  with  English 
customs.  He  certainly  would  have  seen  many  similar  Garters  used.  After  the  Franco 
Prussian  War  he  went  to  England  again  where  he  was  to  die  in  1873.  But  the  King  of 
Sardinia  is  also  a potential  candidate.  French  is  the  second  language  in  Turin  to  this  day 
and  the  Piedmontese  have  a long  tradition  of  using  both  French  and  Italian  with  equal 
facility.  The  last  war  served  to  “liberate”  quite  a number  of  the  Italian  Royal  Family’s 
private  possessions,  including  most  of  Victor  Emanuel  Ill’s  Garter  insignia.  My  em- 
broidered specimen  might  have  reached  the  market  by  the  same  route. 

Nevertheless,  I am  inclined  to  believe  the  possible  claims  of  these  two  Monarchs  to 
my  Garter  must  give  way  to  those  of  the  remaining  candidate,  Louis  Philippe  I,  King  of 
the  French,  who  received  the  Order  while  on  a State  visit  to  Queen  Victoria  in  October 
1844.  This  view  is  supported  by  a certain  amount  of  circumstantial  evidence.  Stylistically, 
the  Garter  under  discussion  leans  toward  the  earlier  years  of  the  Century,  as  has  already 
been  pointed  out.  For  this  reason  1844  seems  a more  probable  date  of  origin  than  1855. 
Louis  Philippe  also  passed  his  last  years  of  exile  in  England.  A number  of  his  personal 
effects  were  dispersed  at  some  undetermined  time  after  his  death  in  1850.  Among  these 
was  the  beautifully  bound  four-volume  presentation  set  of  Nicolas’s,  “History  of  the 
British  Orders  of  Knighthood”,  inscribed  to  him  by  Queen  Victoria  in  her  own  hand  on 
October  12,  1844.  The  set  is  now  in  my  library.  Under  the  circumstances,  while  the  ques- 
tion of  the  prior  ownership  of  the  embroidered  Garter  is  not  subject  to  scientific  proof, 
I believe  there  are  at  least  very  strong  grounds  for  thinking  it  might  well  have  belonged 
to  the  last  King  of  the  French  Bourbon  dynasty. 

No  doubt  some  readers  will  remain  unconvinced  by  the  ingenious  marshalling  of  the 
“evidence”  in  the  second  of  my  two  examples.  I feel  quite  able  to  survive  their  incredu- 
lity. It  should  not  be  overlooked  that  the  structure  of  the  pedigrees  presented  here  has 
been  based  squarely  on  the  physical  characteristics  of  the  specimens  themselves.  The 
object  of  the  execise  has  been  to  show  the  collector  how  careful  observation  and  analysis 
can  sometimes  make  the  bare  bones  of  his  treasures  yield  up  at  least  part  of  their 
secrets.

This  perfectly  genuine  medal  is  surrounded  by  an  intriguing  mystery.  Both  the 
naming  and  the  bar  have  been  authenticated  by  leading  authorities  in  London.  Never- 
theless, Corpl.  Wagner  is  listed  in  the  M.G.S.  Medal  Roll  as  having  received  the  bar 
FORT  DETROIT.  In  reply  to  our  inquiries  the  Public  Archives  of  Canada  states  that 
Corpl.  Wagner’s  name  appears  twice  in  their  records.  He  is  listed  as  having  received 
the  medal  for  an  unspecified  action  in  the  War  of  1812.  He  is  also  included  in  the  list 
of  members  of  the  Militia  of  Lower  Canada  who  received  the  medal  with  the  bar 
CHATEAUGU A Y ! ! Under  the  circumstances  it  is  a bit  difficult  to  know  at  which  of 
the  three  engagements  Corpl.  Wagner  was  actually  present.  But  there  is  no  question 


that  he  earned  the  medal.

We  recently  participated  in  a round-robin  conversation  with  a group  of  Collectors 
who  were  discussing  the  verbal  customs  and  habits  of  those  who  catalogue  insignia  of 
Orders  of  Knighthood.  The  substance  of  their  views  was  that  the  conventional  numis- 
matic terms  indicating  condition,  like  “Uncirculated,  Extra  Fine,  Very  Fine”  and  so 
forth,  were  virtually  meaningless  when  applied  to  the  enameled  Badge  or  Star  of  an 
Order.  On  the  other  hand,  the  familiar  terminology  was  quite  useful  in  describing  war 
medals  which,  like  coins,  are  struck  pieces. 

This  discussion  served  to  crystahze  a certain  uneasiness  we  have  often  felt  in 
cataloguing  Orders  and  those  Decorations  which  are  enameled.  We  agree  with  the 
Collectors’  views  entirely.  In  the  following  listing  of  insignia  the  descriptive  words 
familiar  to  coin  Collectors  have  been  eliminated.  When  the  Badge  of  an  Order  has  been 
subjected  to  any  damage,  the  defect  is  mentioned  as  specifically  as  possible.  Fortunately 
our  task  has  been  particularly  easy  because  the  great  majority  of  the  pieces  listed 
here  are  in  exceptionally  fine  condition.  Apart  from  chipped  enamel,  direct  references  to 
the  state  of  preservation  of  the  pieces  offered  have  been  limited  to  those  cases  where 
the  condition  is  unusually  clean  and  fresh.  It  can  be  assumed  that  all  others  are  sound  and 
undamaged.

SIX  DECIMAL  COINS  FOR  BRITAIN  IN  1971 
from  THE  TIMES,  London,  December  13,  1966 

T he  advent  of  the  British  decimal  coin  in  just  over  four  years  will  mean  the  end 
of  the  10s.  note  and  of  the  L^d.  as  it  is  known  now,  the  Government  announced  yester- 
day. The  £1,  £5,  and  £10  notes  will  stay. 

A White  Paper  on  the  new  money,  which  will  be  introduced  in  February,  1971, 
introduces  the  pound  divided  into  100  new  pennies.  The  public  will  have  to  get  used  to 
paying  its  way  with  six  coins.  Instead  of  cents  the  denominations  will  be  known  as 
new  pence.  A new  penny  piece  will  be  worth  2.4d.  A 50  new  penny  piece  will  eventually 
succeed  the  10s.  note  and  a new  halfpenny  piece  will  appear. 

An  overnight  switch  is  considered  impracticable  but  a transitional  period  using  old 
and  new  currency  will  be  kept  as  short  as  possible,  perhaps  to  much  less  than  two 
years.  Those  who  find  arithmetic  painful  will  have  official  first-aid  from  conversion 
tables  and  dual-price  labels  in  shops. 

With  one  exception -a  recommended  20  new  penny  piece  worth  4s. -the  Govern- 
ment have  followed  recommendations  of  Lord  Halsbury’s  committee  in  choosing  coins, 
their  weight-value  relationship  and  the  withdrawal  of  the  halfpenny.  The  Government 
decided  that  a 20  penny  coin  would  not  be  popular  and  its  place  has  been  given  to  the 
50  new  penny  piece. 

The  brave  new  world  of  the  decimal  coin  will  speed  money  calculations,  and  save 
time  and  effort  in  offices,  banks,  shops  and  schools,  the  White  Paper  says.  Some  of  the 
early  disenchantment  with  mathematics  often  experienced  by  school  children  may  be 
avoided.  As  it  is  a move  towards  the  metric  system  it  should  also  aid  exports. 

The  White  Paper  admits  that  a drawback  of  the  change,  stretching  well  into  the 
future,  will  be  conversion  of  accounts  and  records  in  any  comparison  with  the  past. 

Major  tasks  in  the  preparatory  period,  which  has  already  begun,  would  be  minting 
9,000  million  decimal  coins,  and  conversion  of  some  2,500,000  business  machines  and  the 
same  number  of  slot  machines  - including  telephone  coin  boxes.  A big  campaign  of  public 
education  will  be  coordinated  by  a Decimal  Currency  Board  which  the  Government  is 
setting  up.  The  Royal  Mint  has  invited  artists  to  produce  designs  for  the  coins. 

The  White  Paper  says  the  switch  is  unlikely  to  cost  as  much  as  the  amount  of 
£l28m.  estimated  by  the  Halsbury  Committee  for  a conversion  in  1970. 
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Organizations  which  have  to  bear  the  most  substantial  changeover  costs  would 
stand  to  benefit  most  in  the  long  run,  the  White  Paper  adds.  Compensation  as  a general 
principle  would  be  unacceptable  but  if  it  could  be  shown  to  the  Decimal  Currency  Board 
there  were  grounds  for  special  assistance  that  might  be  considered  if  they  were  ex- 
ceptional cases. 

Parliament  will  be  asked  to  draft  a Bill  to  establish  the  new  currency  and  take 
other  necessary  powers.  The  six  new  coins  will  be :

The  Halsbury  committee  considered  25  systems  and  in  a final  choice  favoured  by 
majority  a pound-cent  rather  than  a lOs.-cent  system.  The  Government  believe  the 
practical  advantages  of  keeping  the  pound  to  be  decisive. 
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Witnesses,  including  the  Bank  of  England,  told  the  Halsbury  committee  that  chang- 
ing the  name  or  the  value  of  the  pound  would  jeopardize  its  good  will.  The  Govern- 
ment decided  that  apart  from  the  international  case  there  were  more  obvious  arguments 
for  keeping  the  pound  which  were  concerned  with  sterling  as  a domestic  currency. 

The  White  paper  says  that  a new  half-penny  would  be  needed  under  the  pound 
system.  It  would  involve  additional  work  when  it  had  to  be  written  or  printed,  and 
would  mean  an  extra  non-standard  column  on  some  business  machines,  but  it  would  be 
fair  to  suppose  the  new  halfpenny  would  not  stay  forever  and  in  much  accounting 
work  would  never  be  used. 

It  had  been  argued  that  there  would  be  a tendency  for  manufacturers  and  retailers 
to  round  prices  up  further  under  the  pound  system  to  avoid  the  new  halfpenny. 

“This  is  difficult  to  accept,  if  only  because  the  present  inconvenient  halfpenny  - less 
than  half  the  value  of  the  proposed  new  halfpenny  - is  still  used”,  the  White  Paper 
observes.  “Every  effort  will  be  made  by  the  Government,  with  the  help  of  the  Decimal 
Currency  Board,  to  prevent  this  kind  of  exploitation.” 

Under  a 10s.  system  there  would  be  a risk  that  the  near  equivalence  of  pennies  and 
new  pennies  would  encourage  people  to  regard  them  as  the  same  and  translate  all  penny 
amounts  into  the  same  number  of  new  pennies. 

To  avoid  confusion  during  the  changeover  the  present  halfpenny  would  be  with- 
drawn beforehand,  probably  in  1970.  It  had  not  yet  been  decided  when  the  Id.,  3d.,  6d., 
and  2s.  6d.  coins,  which  do  not  have  decimal  coinage  equivalent,  would  be  declared  of 
no  value. 


WRONG  POUND

It  is  a great  pity  that  the  Government  is  unwilling  to  move  to  a pure  decimal  coinage 
system,  and  is  instead  proposing  to  retain  a halfpenny  in  the  new  £-based  system.  It  is 
now  generally  accepted  that  the  pound  need  not  be  kept  as  a major  unit  in  order  to 
support  the  international  prestige  of  sterling.  There  are  therefore  strong  arguments  for 
a pure  decimal  system  based  on  a 10-shilling  unit.  Or  the  pound  unit  could  be  main- 
tained, with  a new  penny  of  2.4  existing  pence  as  the  smallest  coin,  so  avoiding  the 
complications  of  half-pence. 

An  alternative,  which  has,  been  inexplicably  neglected,  is  a currency  based  on  a ‘heavy 
pound,’  worth  five  present  pounds  or  100  shillings.  Only  pennies  and  halfpennies  would 
need  immediate  replacement  with  new  lightweight  coins  worth  one-tenth  of  a shilling. 
The  transition  for  housewives  and  slot  machines  would  be  almost  unnoticeable,  and 
businessmen  dealing  in  large  sums  would  get  a much  more  weighty  and  prestige-laden 
unit  worth  approximately  a pre-1914  pound. 

What  matters  most  is  that  whatever  system  is  adopted  should  be  tailored  to  the 
convenience  of  the  ordinary  citizen.  And  a proposal  for  altering  a system  copied  from 
Charlemagne  1,000  years  ago  and  which  the  Government  evidently  hopes  will  last 
another  1,000  years  should  be  fully  debated  by  Parliament  on  non-party  lines  before  it  is 
finally  approved. 
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4 Years  to  Strike  9,000  Million  Coins

A new  Mint  will  have  to  be  built  if  9,000  million  decimal  coins  are  to  be  available 
in  February  1971. 

Output  of  the  present  Royal  Mint  is  only  1,100,000  coins  a year,  including  a con- 
siderable percentage  of  coins  for  export. 

Allowing  a further  six  months  for  making  final  the  design  of  the  decimal  coins, 
and  another  six  months  for  their  distribution,  only  four  years  are  left  for  striking  the 
9,000  million  new  coins.  This  will  require  an  output  of  about  twice  the  present  rate. 

No  decision  has  been  made  on  where  the  new  Mint  will  be  built.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  Government  will  take  this  opportunity  of  bringing  work  to  the  North  East. 

It  may  even  prove  an  advantage  to  distribute  this  load  on  to  two  or  three  smaller 
new  Mints.  Coinage  was  produced  in  the  Middle  Ages  in  many  parts  of  Britain. 

Another  difficulty  is  the  choice  of  a metal  for  the  50  new  pence  piece.  Its  diameter 
will  be  about  three  centimetres,  only  a fraction  larger  than  the  10  new  pence  piece 
made  of  cupro-nickel,  at  present  used  for  “silver”  coins,  which  is  3.85  centimetres. 

One  possibility  is  a return  to  the  true  silver  alloy,  which  contained  50  per  cent 
silver,  40  per  cent  copper,  5 per  cent  nickel  and  5 per  cent  zinc. 

But  the  colour  of  the  old  silver  and  the  new  cupro-nickel  are  difficult  to  distinguish, 
and  with  their  almost  identical  sizes  confusion  will  undoubtedly  arise. 

Distinction  between  the  present  2s  and  2s  6d  is  often  difficult,  although  their 
diameters  differ  by  0.371  centimetres.  The  difference  between  the  proposed  10  and  50 
new  pence  is  0.15  centimetres,. 

An  alternative  may  be  a scalloped  edge  to  distinguish  the  50  new  pence  from  the 
10  new  pence  pieces. 


Money  Maker 

The  Royal  Mint  is  going  to  have  a busy  time  preparing  for  decimalisation.  “In  any 
case,  this  place  is  no  sinecure”,  says  John  James,  the  Deputy  Master  of  the  Mint. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  Mint’s  operations  are  for  the  export  market.  James  won 
a Queen’s  award  this  year.  At  the  last  count  he  had  captured  about  80  per  cent  of  the 
world’s  available  coinage  trade. 

The  normal  expansion  of  economics  provides  the  basic  income  for  the  Mint,  but 
there  are  also  windfalls  “ranging  from  assassinations  to  crumbling  economies,  which 
mean  people  need  an  entirely  new  coinage.” 

The  new  system,  James  promises,  will  be  kinder  to  trouser  pockets  - “We  can 
carve  down  those  hronze  coins”.  And  it  will  mean  the  elimination  of  two  of  his  great 
enemies  - “these  frightful  pennies,  which  incidentally  cost  me  more  than  their  face 
value,”  and  the  threepenny  bit.  “As  far  as  I’m  concerned,  it’s  about  the  ugliest  coin 
in  the  world.  It’s  a lump.”
